sacred duty to encourage their boys to estab- 
lish and uphold a code of honor among them 
selves. The task would not be a ditlicult one:

There wero at prosent 600 empty 
houses thoro, but before a comparison could 
bo made, it was neosssary to know how many 
wore vacant in 1878, The number 527 was 
utterly incorrect, and ho was confident, 
ond his statement was justified by an actual 


count, that there wore more emply houses 
in 1878 than now. Moreover, account 
must bo teksn of tho ecores of new 
houses which wero erected Jatt year, 
‘Xheso houses wero of a firat-class oharnc- 
tor, indicating that tho moans of tho 
people hed improved so that they were 
able to occupy improved dwellings, Ho did 
not think go much should be eald abont 
empty housos. How did thoy got empty? 
They wero built undor the regime of the pro- 
vious Government of Sir John Macdonald, 
the hopo being that tho prosperity which 
blessed the Jand under that regime would 
continuo.

LOANS ON REAL BSTATA. 
Mr. Unton moved tho second rosding of 
the Bill to regulate the encumbering of real 
estate by loans of money or otherwise, He 
remarked that the fact that a large propor- 
tion of tho real estate of this country was 
encumbered by heavy mortgagea had ao 
very detrimental effect, no$ merely upon 
the agricultural classos, bat upon 
tho general commauuity. The intorest 
paid upon theso mortgages to loan goci- 
esies and othor londers was exorbitant, aver- 
aging from 7} to 14 per cent., and it constl- 
tuted a drain upon the resources of the 
country which ought to be stopped before it 
paralyzed moro completely than it had dove 
the energies of the farming community. Ho 
explained that the Bill provided that no 
higher rato of intereet should bo chargeable 
on loans or real ostate than seven per cont., 
and that avy mortgage or lien upon which a 
higher rate was charged should be null and 
yoid. Italso restricted the charges for tho 
valuation of property, and prevented agents 
from acting for both borrower and lender. 
Mr. Buaxe eald that without considering 
the question of the jarisdiction of this House 
fo pasa such a measure as this, he was op 
posed to any attempt to regulate the rate of 
interest. He thought that any one who had 
watchod the course of affairs with regard to 
lending money on real estato must have come 
to the conclusion that free trade in money 
waz the best policy to abide by. He alluded 
to the state of affairs before the abolition of 
the usury laws, and pointed ont that when a 
man was forced to borrow money in thoss 
doys in many cases ho had not only to pay 
higher than the legal rate of interest, but 
he bed to compensate the money-lender 
for the risk he ran in lending money on 
such conditions, At present, he was in- 
formed on good authority, money could 
sily bo obtained in almost any part of 
Ontario at 7 psr cent. He alluded to the 
difficulties arising from the system adopted 
by the loan companies of charging fines on 
loans which were not paid when due, Ho 
thought that competition among monoy 
lenders would do much to cure the evil; 
but the greatest phase of the evil was that 
loan gocloties under tho precent system 
could m moro by allowing the loan to 
be overdue, and therefore they took no par- 
ticular care with regard to the collection of 
loans. Keooguizing thig difficulty he (Mr. 
Blake) hed, under the lato Government, 
introduced the following proviso into the 
Joint Stock Act of 1879 when it was being 
passed :—'' Provided always that no fine or 
penalty eho) be etipniated for, taken ro- 
served, or Gnactedin respect of arrears of 
principal or interest, which shall havo the 
efleos of increasing tho i 
respsot of arreara beyond the rate of 
foterest or diecount on the loan.” 
Ho thought that it would be highly proper to 
provide that in any loan company’s mortgage 
whioh was not for what was called a straight 
Joan thero should be a memorandum declar. 
ing what was the real rate of interest on the 
loap. (Hear, hear.) Thus the borrower 
would be protected by knowing what tho roal 
rate of interest was, ond in the case of dispute 
in Court it would be easy to ind how much 
the rato of interest charged was in excess of 
the rate mentioned. While hoe thought long 
loans were most satisfactory for the balk of 
borrowers in the Province of Ontario, it 
wad to bo observed that of Isto yoara the 
Joan societies had been lending at long dates 
—as long as filteen or twenty yoors. Ho 
believed that competition among the loan 
tocletics had become so keen that some of 
them had obtsined memorandums from 
registers of mortgages takon by other loan 
societios, with a view of offering money to 
borrowers to enable them to repay their loans 
{rom other companies. This hampered tho 
transactions of companies doing business on 
Snarrow margin of profit, and hindered the 
{reo operation of capital, and the interests of 
both borrowers and lendora suffered at tho

CIVIL V3, MILITARY AUTHORITY, 


Mr. Masson moved the second reading cf a 
Bill forther to amend certain Aots respecting 
the militia and defence of the Dominion of 
Conada. He explained that the principal 
provieions of the Bill were these: The next 
enrolment of militia should bs made on or 
boforo the 28th of February, 1882, and on or 
before that dayin ovory filth year thereafter ; 
that the active militia or any corps thereof, 
or any part of a corps, ehould be liable to 
bs called out for actual eervico with thoir 
arme ond ammunition upon apy of the threo 
following occasions: Firat, the opening or 
closing of any session of the Parliament of 
Canada or of the Legislature of apy pro- 
vinco of Oana second, for the purpose 
of attending the Governor-General of Oanada 
or any momber of the royal family while in 
Canada; third, forthe purpose of guarding 
any armory or other place where arms, gune, 
ammunition or othor military stores are kept; 
that officere, non commissioned cflicérs and 
men when 40 oalled out shonid, without 
further appointment and without taking any 
oath of cflice, be special constables, and 
should be considered to act such long 
as they remained eo called ont, but they 
should only act as a military body, and 
should be individually liable to obsy orders 
issued by their immediate military command.

Men—Wound in bis om Hound 
Hand and Foot, his Head Bruised 
and Covered with Biood, and bis Kare

Povongrrrsm, April .—There was much 
excitement in West Point to-day over an 
outrage on colored Cadet Johnson O. Whit- 
taker. This morning at six o'clock, when 
reveille was sounded, Oadet Whittaker did 
not make his appearance, and the officer of 
the day sont one of the guard to his room 
in the barracks to agcertain the cause, 
When tho guard entered the room overy- 
thing was in confusion, and Oadet Whittaker 
was lying, nearly unconscious and covered 
with blood, on the floor, with his feet 
tied to hia iron bedstead, his hands bound, 
and hia head restingonapillow. The pillow 
was saturated with blood, thero wero pools of 
blood on the floor, and the night clothing of 
the cadet was aleo covered with blood. The 
goard gave an alarm which summoned tho 
officer of the day to the room, and the 
wounded cadet was released from bis fasten- 
inge and laid upon the bed. He talked 
incoherently and was muoh frightened and in

He then referred to the nego- 
tiations that had taken place under tho lato 
Government with reference to. the Pacific 
Railway, contending that they had bound 
thomaelves by solomn « bligations not only to 
British Oolumbia, but to the British Goyorn- 
ment, to constract the road, and yet they 
found these hon. gentlemen last ovening 
opposing tho racons by which the Govern 
ment hoped to fulfil that obligation without 
adding to the burdens of the people. 1s was 
the intention of the Government to go on 
with that great work, bat they were bound 
that thoy would not spend more than $10,- 
000,000 thia year, and $10,000,000 noxt yoar, 
and thereaftor upon this and other public 
worke not more than $5,000,000 a year. 
Thoy expeoted in this way to complete it in 
ten ye at an expenditare of not more 
than $60,000,000 from the head of Lake 
Saperior to the Pacific const. He contended 
that if the population of tho North- 
weet increased ot only half tho rato 
caloalated by tho leader of the Government 
last evening they would be able to complete 
the road by the echemo proposed and still 
havo eighty millions of acres of land unzold. 
Was it npreasonable to euppose that in ten 
years 250,000 people would go into that 
country? Turning to the effects of tho tariff 


tho resolutions which it was proposed to con- 
sider were of no ordinary importance, as the 
subjeot to which they referred concerned not 
only the interests of the present hour, but the 
interests of the faturo as well.

It 
was cetimated that in Montreal there wero 
4,000 more operatives at work now, and ot 
good wages, than this day twelve months ago, 
Ho found that peoplo engeged in making 
machinery and eteam engines wore all busy, 
and ho wanted no better proof that monufac- 
tures wore prospering. As to tho claim that 
the poor man was belng robbed on account 
of tho iocressed prices of all he bought, 
he desired to quote o fow figures. He 
quoted tho amount of the average 
profit on every pound of wool manufactured 
in tho soveral years from 1872 to 1879 inolu- 
sive, They went to show that while up to 
1878 profits varied from 4140. to 625, in 1879 
they were 500, On blanksss the profit was 
in the same ratio, He had it from high 
authority that cxoept for the riso in tho price 
of wool, which was from 220, to 85o., there 
had been no increase in the price of woollen 
goods. With regard to sugar, his bon. friend 
from Cardwell (Mr. White) had given some 
very cloar figures, which the Opposition had 
been unable to refute. But there was ono 
point which had been lost sight of 
in this discussion, Under the old tariff 
all sugar above 13 was charged 
1o per pound and 36 off ad valorem, Under 
the prosent tariff all sugar of 14 and below 
was chargéd 3 cont and 25 por cont. ad 
valorem. Ho holdin his hand s*sample of 
good, pure grocery sugar, which might be 
consumed by any familyin the land, nd it

MMUOLVENT BANKS AND INSUHANCE COMPANIES, 

Mr, Annotr introduced a Bill to provide 
for tho winding up of insolvent banks and in- 
furance companies, He eald this Bill bad 
boon rendered necoesary by the repeal of the 
Insolvent Act, which contained machinery for 
tho winding up of these institutions. Thore 
was now therofore no measure in ox- 
istence to enable an insolvent bank 
or ineurancs company to be wound up. 
He had alwoya held that a bank or 
ingurance company was in a different posi- 
tion from an ordinary trading firm or cor- 
poration, and he thought it expedient that 
more caution should be exercised in the 
appointment of Hquidators for thoso 
institutions than was done in the oase of 
ordinary trading firme: The principle pro- 
oveded upon by the Banking and Commerce 
Committes in reference to tho winding up of 
the Consolidated Bank was followed in this 
messore, It provided for the appointment 
of a liquidating board of three members, on 
which tho public, the eharebolders, and tho 
creditora would be represented—tho repro- 
sentatives of tho public being appointed by 
the Government.

The ploture ia entitled *M choly,’ and 
as some of our readers least are aware 
Darer was an eminent artist who flourished 
in the early part of the sixteenth oeatary, 
history plasing the time of his death as 
1628. Ths love of the extravagant and 
fantastic, observable from the first in the 
works of the groat German patnter, never 
abandoned him. In that dreamer Melan- 
oboly, who,seated on the seashore, soemingly 
seeking to penetrate with her gaze into infinite 
space, ho has pparently expreseed the 
inspiration of his own soul. Her proud and 
noble head rests thoughtfully on one hand, 
her long hair falling in dishevelled troseos 
upon her shoulders. Her folded wings, 
emblematic of that impotent aspira- 
tion which dirocts her gaze towards 
heaven, whilst a book, closed and 
aselees as her wings, rests upon her 
knee. No, nothing can be more gloomy, 
more penetrating, than the expression 
of this figure, Noarher is a symbolioal sun- 
dial, with the bell which marks the hours as 
they glide away. Underneath this bell is the 
diagram of the wonderful puzzle (invented (?) 
in 1880 by the young American, and which 
has created euch a forore throughout the 
civilized world). The feline haa escaped. 
This painting was finished in 1505, and was 
doubtless turned up early this year by the 
American citizen who eaw a chance of mal 
ing money out of the curious public, Thi 
{s the diagram as it appears in the picture : 


It will be noted that these figures total 
thirty-four each way—an arrangement which 
has puzzled the minds of many since ite 
introduction. Melancholy holds in her hand 
4 pair of compasees and a circle, the emblem 
of eternity in which her thoughts are lost— 
after studying the puzzle. Various instra- 
ments appertaining to the arts and solences 
lie soattered around her; after baving made 
use of thom she has laid them aside and has 
fallen into a profound reverie, in which, 
doubtlees, 15, 14, 13 float evér and anon 
through her mind. As atype of the mistrust 
which has crept into her heart, with avarice 
and doubt, a bunch of keys is suspended to 
her gir above her ia an honur-gl the 
acknowledged emblem of her transitory 
existence, In 1514 Albert Durer conceived 
the type of Dr. Faust, which illustrates that 
state of mind in which the result of acience is 
but donbs; the result of experience but bitter 
and disheartening. Neither the sentiment 
of melancholy nor the word which expresses 
it, bad appeared in art before the time of 
sixteen puzzlo—nnd Albers Durer. Sse the 
ploture.

(From a Review in the Academy. 


In poblisbing this singular volume, ‘ Caro- 
line yon Lineingon,’ the editor olaims to 
reveal a secret which has been kept for nearly 
century. Osroline von Lingingen, so this 
book tolls us, was none other than the unre- 
cognized first wife of our own sovereign 
William IV. From those seven of her private 
letters we learn the whole gad story of her 
mesalliance and of the bitter griaf andanguish 
which ensued. Caroline von Linsingen, so 
her biographer, Baron Reichenbso, relatos, 
was born in Hanover on November 27th, 1768.

my beloved father become aware of the posi 
tion in which we stood to each other than he 
straightway sought to part us, bimeelf ap- 
poaling to the queen in the matter. Yet she, 
who was so fearfal for the ardent blood of 
her son William took the matter bat 
lightly—ehe know nothing of love 
—and begged my father to Jot thie 
daliying (!andelp) continue, Bho 
thought with complacence that ber son's 
fancy for mo at thie, the most critical period 
of his youth, might serve to keep his virtue 
intact. None dreamed that for two livos it 
meant the utter wreck of all their joy.’ Then 
follows an epitome of the succeeding evente, 
We cannot do botter than quote the sentences 
which the heroine herself has written: ‘A 
year lator Int lass yielded to William's irro- 
sistible entreaties, and in the presence of 
Ernst (ber brother) and Datton wo were 
made one at the altar by a Scotch minister, 
who afterward went to Washington and 
who was greatly attached to William. 
Naught, naught of our bliss! Words 
oan never describe it; and my heart Ja rent, 
la torn! Only after shirtoon months did we 
disclose our secres to my father, when 
William bad also written home to bis parents 
This would not yet have been done had not 
others urged his roturn to Englond. For the 
king was ailing; the Prince of Wales lay 
sick with a wasting fever; the Dake of York, 
through his excesses, had earned tho hatred 
of both kindred and nation ; William it was 
who should shine upon bis parents’ throne. 
My father at onco went to London himeelf, lo 
two months William followed him, and to 
mo the explanation was given that I formed 
jo my beloved on eppinoss. 
As if I believed it! Ab! I knew too woll the

All such marriagon berotofore 
contracted by partios who are living as husband 
and wife at the time of tue passing cf this sot 
aball bé hold to be lawfully contracted. 

Ho observed that now that tho olauso relating 
to dispengations had been omitted, one or two 
Qnobso journals, Jadgo Loranger, of Sorol, 
and the Bishop of ‘Threo Rivera had opposed 
the bill. His lordship the bishop protosted 
againet it on the ground that » man could 
morry his decoased wife's sister without firat 
receiving a dispensation from the Pope. Bus 
tho omission of this clause would not effeos 
tho congo. As overy ono knew, Uatholios 
must bo married beforo tho priests or the 
curate of tho parish. No pricet or curate 
was obliged to solomnizo a marrisgo against 
his conectenco, ond if tho marriage of a 
man with hie pleter-in law ‘could not bo 
eolemnized according to the law of the 
Chureh without a dispensation, the privat 
would not solemuize it without euch, and the 
pill would, therefore, not open the door to 
the marriage of Cathollos being eolemnized 
without diepensations. The bill had been 
indoracd by the Bishop of Montreal, the 
Archbishop of Quebec, and othor Oburch 
dignitaries of Quebeo province. Moreover, 
it bad aleo reovived the support of the Roman 
Catholic clergy of Ontario, Hardly a nows- 
paper oould bs olted which oppozed the bill, 
and not ao elogle editorial could be 
found in an English or French paper, 
ontelde of ocolesiastical journals, agsinet 
the propoeed meaeure, No petition 
had been recolved from the province of 
Quobeo, and all the petitions that bad been 
gent in were in the sama form, and not 
alwoys headed by tho clergy of the 
parieh, Who opposed tho bill? The bishops 
of the Oburch of England. Against them 
were arrayed tho Presbytery of London, the 
Methodiet clergy of Toronto, and all the 
clergy of Montreal, except those of tho 
Oburch of Ecgland. It was a remarkable 
fact that while eome Obristians interpreted 
the scriptures to bs opposed to pach mar- 
riagor, tho Jewa interproted them dif- 
ferently, and acted in a manner en- 
firely opposits to the Chrietian con- 
tention; but it wag a question whether 
the Moeaic law wae a safe guide to Obristiang 
enticely.
